Washington, Sept. 21.—The cabinet 


meeting yesterday, the first hold in the 
White House for the new administra- 
tion, was almost wholly given up to the 
business of "getting acquainted" and 
giving President Roosevelt a chance to 
take his bearings in the several depart- 
ments.

fftGGINSON ON THE STAMD 


[Court Asked Him to Express Views 


and He Made Some Criticism of 
Schley'a Course—Counsel Objected 
and the Question Was Withdrawn } 


Washington, Sept. 21.-The Schley 


(gourt of inquiry reconvened yesterday 
'ind before adjournment examined four 
'witnesses. The most important Inci- 
jflent of the day was the decision of the 
[court withdrawing a question, put by 
(the court itself, asking a witness to give 
his.opinion concerning a point of contro- 
'tersy. 


The witness was Rear Admfral Hig- 


ginson, who participated in the Santiago 
campaign as captain of the battleship 
Massachusetts. This vessel, at one time, 
was a part of the flying squadron com- 
manded by Commodore Schley, and the 
court asked Admiral Higginson to state 
Whether all possible measures were 
taken to capture or destroy the Spanish 
Teasel Christobal Colon as she lay in 
Santiago harbor from May 27 to Juno 
1,1808. 


Consel for A jlmiral Schley objected to 


the question on the ground that a reply 
would, involve An opinion and' not a 
Statement of fact. 


Judge-advocate Lemly admitted that 


the precedents were against questions 
of this character, and the court with- 
drew this interrogatory, it is generally 
admitted that this decision will have the 
effect of materially shortening the term 
of the court, as will also the court's man- 
ifest intention to cut out irrelevant ques- 
tions and all hearsay testimony. 


The first order of business was the 


reading by Judge Advocate Lemly of 
the, order of the navy department ap- 
i>olnting Rear Admiral Ramsay to a 
place on the court, in place of Rear Ad- 
miral Howison, and when this was ac- 
complished, Captain Lemiy asked Ad- 
miral Schley whether bx» had any ob- 


> jection to urge against any member of 
the court: 
The admiral replied: 
"I 


bare not" The judge advocate then 
•wore the members of the court col- 
lectively, and was in turn sworn in as 
Judge advocate. 


Admiral Higginson testified that he 


bad, as captain, commanded the battle- 
ship Massachusetts during the Spanish 
iwar, and that for a part of the time the 
'Massachusetts had been a part of the 
"flying squadron," of which Admiral 
Bchley had been in command. He tolil 
of joining the fleet at Newport News, 
of going to Key West, and then, on the 
22nd of May of going to Cienfuegos. 
Cuba. 
Key West had been reached 


on May 19,1808, and Cieiif uegos reached 
on the 22nd. 


"What was then done to secure com- 


munication with the Cuban forces on 
shore?" Captain Leuily asked. "Noth- 
ing to my knowledge," said the witness. 
"I did not see that anything was done, 
but I understand that information con- 
cerning the Cubans was received 
through Captain McCalla." 


Captain Hlggiuson said in response to 


Questions that this was later. He also 
told, iu reply to questions, of the pres- 
ence of the collier Merrimac, and of the 
departure from Cienfuegos and the ar- 
rival at Santiago on the evening of the 
20th. 
The Massachusetts had at that 


time taken on about 130 tons of coal, 
bnt, as the weather was rough, this was 
done with difficulty. 


The witness also told of the fleet leav- 


ing Santiago for Key Wset on the night 
ct its arrival «'. the former place, and 
<>•• how, after steaming westward for 
•one time, the vessels, all in response 


turned and steameu to within two i i 
three miles of the inouth of the harb)i. 
. Speaking of the conditions when San 
tiago harbor was again reached, the ad- 
miral said that he could see well into 
the harbor and that he saw the Span- 
ish ship Colon lying in the outer harbor, 
tthe vessel had lain there until she was 
fired upon, which was done May 31, and 
had then retired. 
Describing this en- 


gagement, Admiral Higginson said It 
was on the day before the arrival of re- 
inforcements under Admiral Sampson. 
He said that Admiral Schley had come 
aboard and said that he wanted "to go 
In and fire on the Colon." 


"So we went in and fired on her," con- 


tinued the witness. 
He said the shots 


fell short of the Colon, and that the 
Spanish shore batteries had in turn fired 
»t the bombarding ships. 


In reply to question* as to what had 


been accomplished by the bombard- 
ment, the witness replied that it had 
served to draw the fire of the Spanish 
shore batteries, and to give an idea 01 
what is was composed of. 


•'What idea did you get of its composi- 


tion?" 
"I did not think it amounted 


to anything." 


"Where was Admiral Schley during 


the bombardment?" 
"At one tjme he 


was with me in the conning tower, but 
most of the time he was on the outside 
of it 
I was near him most of the time." 


"Describe the admiral's manner i:i 


this engagement." 
'-I hardly know 


how to answer, except to say that his 
manner was that of a Commander-in- 
chief." 


The judge advocate then asked: 


"What impression did the admiral's 
manner in that engagement make upon 
you?" 
Mr. Rayner of counsel for Ad- 


miral Schley objerte'l to "the question, 
and, after some conteation, the question 
was withdrawn. 


Later on, the witness volunteered the 


statement: 
"I think the Colon cmild 


have been destroyed where she lay at 
anchor that day." Admiral Higginson 
stated that there were no written orders, 
and so' far as he could recall, the only 
verbal orders were to "go in." 


Captain Lemly announced that he hacl 


no further questions to ask Higginson, 
and counsel for Admiral Schley stated 
that they had no questions to put. 
It 


was then stated by Captain Lemly that 
the court had some questioss of its own 
to ask. 


These were written, and the first was 


concerning the elevations of the guns 
during the bombardment of the Colon 
on May 31. The reply was that at first 
they were 7800 feet and later 9000 feet. 
The next question was as to whether 
"there was any place of shelter near 
Santiago where the 'flying squadron* 
could have coaled after its arrival at 
Santiago V" 
Admiral Higginson re- 


plied that Gnantanamo was only 40 
miles to the east. 


The third question created something 


of a sensation, which was added to by 
the reply. 
The question was: 
"Was 


every effort made by Admiral Schley 
to destroy or capture the Spanish ship 
Colon as she lay at anchor in the harbor 
In Santiago between the 27th and 31st 
Of May?" 


"Object," "Object" "Object," came 


from each of Admiral Schley's counsel 
but before a halt could be called, the 
witness had replied: "No. I don't 
think it was." 


The question and the reply led to«n 


legal controversy. 
Judge Wilson and 


Mr. Rayner contended that the question 
called for the opinion of the witness, 
whereas only facts were admissible. 


Admiral Dewey replied that, whil.' 


the court is ordered to investigate all 
the facts, it has the right to ask any 
question that will bring out the facts.

The hasty meeting of Tuesday last 


found most of the members indifferently 
prepared to give an account of their 
stewardships to date, but in the interval 
they have had reports from their sub- 
ordinates, and have thus got into touch 
with their temporarily neglected work. 
What seems to have astonished all the 
cabinet officers, except the three who 
were longest acquainted with him, was 
the extraordinary quickness with which 
President Roosevelt grasped the points 
held before him, his mind seeming, as 
one of them expressed it, to leap ahead 
of each speaker and -reach the core of 
the matter under discussion. 
From 


this time forth the regular meetings 
Will be held, and will deal with current 
affairs as they arise. 


The president's former secretary, Mr. 


Loeb, Jr., will remain with him, prob- 
ably as assistant secretary. Mr. Cortel- 
you at the president's earnest request, 
Will retain his position as his secretary. 


At 11 o'clock all of the members of 


the cabinet had arrived at the White 
House, and soon were seated around 
the familiar table. 
President Roose- 


velt occupied a seat at its head, and in 
the chair long occupied by his prede- 
cessor. 
It all seemed strange to these 


devoted advisers of the dead president 
to sit at the table without him at its 
head, and the sjloom and solemnity 
which characterized the meeting was 
not unbonelitting the occasion. 


Nearly all the members of the present 


cabinet are quite sure to remain during 
Mr. Roosevelt's term, but it is very pos- 
sible that Secretory Long will retire 
within the next few months. He feels 
that he can resign without embarrass- 
ment to Mr. Roosevelt, and, therefore, 
It is thought that within the next few 
months he will ask the president to per- 
mit him to retire to private life. 


The cabinet was in session about an 


hour and a half, the time being spent 
in a general review of the more import- 
ant questions which will require the at- 
tention of the new president. All of the 
members were present except Attorney 
Genral Knox, who stopped for a few 
days at Pittsburg. 
Each explained to 


the president the policy which had been 
followed in dealing with the matter un- 
der consideration and their present 
status. No new business was taken up. 


The members subsequently expressed 


themselves as having full confidence in 
Mr. Roosevelt's ability to give the 
country a strong, able and conservative 
administration, and he will have their 
loyal support to the same degree as they 
gave it to the late president. 
It is 


thought that Tuesdays and Fridays will 
be selected by the new president as cab- 
inet days, following in this the pref- 
erence of Mr. McKinley.

west and south have about ceased with 
the advancing season, but producers are 
all busily engaged turning out goods 
for Jobbers at eastern r ' "«^. New Eng- 
land manufacturers' li. • e large orders 
for spring lines. 
Quotations for shoes 


are unchanged, though there is a general 
advance of 2 1-2 to 6 cents on bfots. 
Abundance of work in prospect has 
made operators more anxious to secure 
material, and the leather market aver- 
ages 'about 1-2 cent higher. 


In dry goods the feature of the week 


was the phenomenal movement in 
mourning goods, which advanced in 
price as the available supply was re- 
duced. 
Export buying of brown goods 


Is not heavy, and domestic orders dnly 
fair, but prices are steady at the re- 
cent advance to 3 cents, and a strong 
undertone throughont all lines of cot- 
tons promises well for the future. 
Woolen goods remain firm, but quiet 


Corn has not met with another set- 


back. How much injury hns been done 
by frost cannot yet be determined, but 
reports wore sufficient to force prices 
to an exceptionally high point on Tues- 
day. Wheat Is stronger, with less spec- 
ulative support and wo^ actual cash 
demand.

Globe prints today. 
The story says: 


"Cast adrift on the ice 200 miles from 


the nearest point of civilization. That 
was the fate of Dr. T. S. Diedrick of 
Brooklyn, the only physician and scien- 
tific man who accompanied theTeary 
expedition to the far north. Constant 
quarrelling between the chief of the ex- 
pedition and Dr. Diedrick resulted in 
many threats being made by Peary and 
the latter. 


Most of these threats, however; re- 


sulted in talk, but finally in the abandon- 
ing of the doctor at Etah, Greenwich, 
in latitude 79 degrees, 10 minutes north. 


Put ashore by Commander Herbert 


L. Bridgumn from the Erik at 2 o'clock 
in the morning of Aug. 17, last, Dr. 
Diedrick was without any food whatso- 
ever, and the only means he had of 
protecting himself from the assaults 
of the Polar bears and other wild ani- 
mals of the north wece a few guns and 
a little ammunition. 


What his fate will be is hard to 


imagine. His only means of procuring 
eatables will be. by shooting walrus and 
seals. 
According to Mr. Staats, little 


Borrow was expressed by Lieutenant 
Peary and the seven members of the 
expedition aboard the Erik.

Deputy Waters took him before Com- 
missioner Clifford, and a <iute was set 
for the bearing of his case. 
The gov- 


ernment officials allege that important 
witnesses were spirited away, causing 
the prosecution to fall through, and in 
consequence Eodgers was acquitted. 


Nothing daunted, the immigration offi- 


cials continued their investigations; wit- 
nesses were again procured with much 
difficulty, and through their evidence 
another indictment was found against 
Kodgers, resulting in his ai rest yester- 
day. 


Youthful subjects of Portugal living 


at Fayal, Azores, are compelled by law 
at a certain ago to render service in the 
army, and all manner of expedients are 
resorted to m-tjrder to avoid this duty, 
emigration to another country being a 
favorite method. 
The schooner for 


which Kodgers is agent is the Hattie 
and Lottie, and it is alleged that in May 
last 110 young men were brought bore 
on that vessel, and permitted to land 
unlawfully, inasmuch as they were r.ot 
subjected to the physical and mental 
examinations required by the immigra- 
tion laws. The trip is believed to have 
netted nearly $15,000. 


According to the government officers, 


the schooner reached New Bedford at 
night, and under cover of darkness the 
boys were landed in boats. 
The gov- 


ernment officials assert that the busi- 
ness has been going on for years, but 
that despite their vigilance they havo 
been unable to before now to establish 
a case against any of the transgressor.^ 
of the law.

A CASE OF STUBBORN CHILD 


And 
Several 
Drunks Occupied the 


Court's Attention Today 


A depressing little glimpse of un- 


happy family life was afforded the 
court this morning when the parents 
of Oral J. Badger told of their son's 
waywardness, their low, pained voices 
suggesting the whole sad story of dis- 
appointed hopes.

Anarchists Herman V. Sehvettl** 


^ Favor* a flyatrm ot E»plo«as* 
Whtefe TUey Cannot Detect— Detail* 
«rf HU Plan—Ways ot Annrcuinti. 
Now that anarchy has broken out 


again la violence striking at the presi- 
dent, of tha United States the question 
IB being agitated as it was after the 
Haymatket riots, "How can the an- 
archists in their secret societies be 
watched so- that the authorities can 
kuc-Tf In advance when they are plot- 
ting such crimes and so prevent them?" 
(The following suggestions in this re- 
gard are made with a knowledge of the 
feult and of the methods of its followers 
gained in a close surveillance of them 
In several years following the uprising 
of 1886, says Herman F. Schuettler, a 
captain of police, writing in the Chica- 
go Tribune. 


In the first place, I take It as already 


conceded by the great majority of read- 
era that some sort of control ought to 
be exercised over these people. The as- 
sassination of Mr. McKinley has shown 
as too plainly that, though they talk of 
peaceful changes and of philosophical 
anarchy, they are ready at any time to 
Btartle the world with most horrible 
crimes against society. The manner of 
this control is hard to prescribe, be- 
cause these people, most of them talk- 
ing tongues /little understood by edu- 
cated Americana, are able to conceal 
their meanings and purposes even 
when publishing them in their papers. 
Their meetings are secret and are in- 
formal and hard to locate, and they art 
so suspicious of strangers and spies 
that whenever any one is among them, 
of whom they are not absolutely cer- 
tain they at once become noncommuni- 
cative or speak of everyday affairs. To 
have definite knowledge of them it is 
necessary to maintain a system of es- 
pionage which they cannot detect, and 
this is difficult, because most of them 
are men of attainment— at least the 
leaders are— and they are not easily 
fooled. YetXsncli a system should be 
establisbed^and It is 'my belief that to 
bave it of real1 benefit it should be es- 
tablished and maintained by the gen- 
eral government and should cover all 
large towns. 


When the- world had been startled by 


the Haymarket crime, I was detailed 
by the chief of police to establish such 
a system in miniature in Chicago at 
the city's expense. I had already bad 
considerable experience with the an- 
archists, having been employed getting 
the evidence against the plotters. For 
me to secure directly information con- 
cerning them or their plans was mani- 
festly impossible. In every walk of 
life, however, there are men whose aid 
and interest can be secured by money 
and strategy, and by using these we- 
had little trouble In securing regular 
Information from prominent members 
of the organization. Some of our in- 
formants even" were presidents or oth- 
er officers of the groups. If a strange 
anarchist visited the city, I had prompt 
warning of It and of his business here, 
and if any violence was talked of I 
knew it at once. If that system had 
been maintained, it is possible that 
we would have known in advance even 
of the Paterson plot. But in 1890 I 
kvas told that there was no longer any 
need of such espionage and to call 
the men off. That step, I think, should 
not have been taken. 
| It is some such system that the gen- 
eral government should establish, and 
if the federal government does not the 
city or state should. It should be un- 
der a head man who knows how to 
bold his counr/ls, and he should be able 
to choose his men. where be would. He 
should employ as agents in every city 
men who are tradesmen or mechanics, 
iwho bave a means of livelihood that 
will allow their living among anarch- 
ists without exciting suspicion. These 
workmen must be absolutely reliable 
and men who are able to keep still. 
They must be able to go for years 
among these people as agents without 
even telling their wives what they are 
doing or dropping a suspicious word. 
Such men are rare, and they deserve 
good pay. Yet they must not be paid 
too highly, for the receipt of too much 
money would cause them to be noticed. 
j Then there must be some method for 
these njen to communicate their Infor- 
matioji to a scond party, who, in turn, 
is not known by anybody to be con- 
nected with the central authority. 
These men must not be known to each 
other. 
Such services are dangerous, 


for the fate of .a detected agent is apt 
to be dentil. Yet the anarchists will 
not be apt to detect a careful man for 
the reason that should information ob-> 
tained in this way be so used as to 
make them suspect a spy is among 
them they will lay thejblame on some 
talkative man— some flilow like Czol- 
gosz, who "wants to kill somebody." 
The quiet, conservative, steady going 
man is never suspected. 


Anarchists are not apt to think up 


• plot to kill and go do the act without 
talking It over among themselves. 
They ask each other's opinion about it 
and tell about it. So an agent In Chi- 
cago is apt to hear what IB going to 
happen in any other city, and by go- 
Ing at once to the second man and tell- 
ing him he can provide that news will 
go to the other city in time to head off 
the execution of the plot. Even if he 
does not know just what is going to 
happen he will hear that "something 
is going to happen in such a place." 
That will -be ecougb to set the agent 
there lookimg for it. And even should 
anything happen of which the agent 
was not forewarned it will be dis-

MISSIONARY STEAMBOAT. 


Vend Beta* Bnttt F»> 


JU*«iii»ippi River Work. 


There is now being constructed at 


the marine ways in din ton, la., a mag- 
nificent steamboat, the mission of 
•which will be the strangest of any 
craft afloat on tbe inland waters of 
the United States. The contract for 
this boat was let by Rev. T. M. Nich- 
olas ot Minneapolis, who is a minister 
of the Church of the Christian Breth- 
ren. The boat is to be used exclusive- 
ly for mission work on the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries, in the whiter 
on the lower river and In the summer 
on the upper Mississippi, eays the St. 
Lonls Globe-Democrat Entire fami- 
lies will make their homes on this boat, 
and 100 will have permanent headquar- 
ters on the steamer. The boat will land 
at the principal towns, and a large tent 
will be pitched in which the religious 
work will be carried on. There will be 
a band on the boat, and wherever a 
landing is made the band will parade 
the streets hi an automobile. 


When completed, the boat will be 175 


feet in length, with thirty foot beam. 
It will be handsomely fitted up and 
will cost $25,000. There will be three 
decks, on the plan of the large packets. 
There will be seventy-five compart- 
ments, including dining room, kitchen, 
a handsomely fitted up cabin and a 
number of sleeping rooms. The boat 
will be heated by steam and lighted by 
electricity. The hull will be of oak, 
while the remainder of the woodwork 
will be cedar and fir. The company 
at Clinton will soon turn the boat over 
to Rev. Mr. Nicholas. It will then be 
towed to St. Paul, where the ulterior 
will be finished. The boat will go 
south this winter.

mor of Coming Reduction of Fares 


on Local Branch 


Some of those in close touch with 


the present management of the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad were respon- 
sible for a lumor a week or two ago 
that there was soon to be a radical 
reduction 
of fares on the Pittsfield 


and North Adams branch of the road. 
The rumor had it that the fare be- 
tween Pittsfield and this city was to 
be reduced to 20 or 30 cents to meet 
the probable rate of the new trolley 
lines and save to the road its present 
heavy passenger travel from the start. 
Investigation by a Transcript repor-. 
,ter, however, failed to bring any con- 
firmation of the rumor. 


But a similar rumor of reduction to 


meet trolley car rates is exciting peo- 
ple on other parts of -he Boston £ 
Albany system. The Springfield Un- 
ion says: 


"There is a persistent rumor that a 


radical change will be put into opera- 
tion 'on the Boston & Albany railroad 
which will effect the passenger rates 
and train service between this city and 
the outlying towns. It is said 
this 


movement is put on foot by the new 
management of the Boston & Albany 
system, recently appointed by the New 
York Central, in order to more suc- 
cessfully compete with the trolley lines 
which have been depleting the pas- 
senger traffic to and from the subur- 
ban 
districts. General 
Passenger 


Agent A. S. Hanson of the Boston & 
Albany, !n whose hands this matter 
now stands, has not yet promulgated 
the new order to apply to the local 
train service." 


When seen by a Transcript man, 


Mr. Patrick, 
the local agent 'of the 


road, said he had heard nothing about 
the matter from headquarters, 
but 


admitted he might not hear of it until 
an order was promulgated even 
if 


there was to be such a change. He 
[could toot gjive any encouiragemtent 
that the rumor is well founded. 


It has 'often been said that the pas- 


senger traffic on the local branch was 
more profitable to the company than 
that on any other 20 miles of the whole 
system 
except" the first 20 miles out 


of Boston, and the public seems to 
think the new management by the 
New York Central would not allow 
this business to go--to the new trolley 
roads without making an 
effort 
to 


save |it. It is not known yet just 
what the fare by trolley between the 
two Berkshire cities will be, but the 
impression peems to be that each Of 
the three roads to Cheshire will make 
a rate of 15 cents from its city to that 
town. This would mean a 30 cent fare 
between the two cities. The present 
fare by the steam, railroad is 45 cents.
